Walter Rostow and Jerome Wiesner were 

sent to Moscow to talk with Khrushchev 
right after the 1960 election. This was un- 
usual for Kennedy to allow these two “so 
called” Jews to represent him two months 
before he became President and on such a 
dynamic mission.

The reason for alarm 
is the tone of the speeches Rostow is making 
before different groups, especially the mili- 
tary, and a 568 page book “UNITED 
STATES IN THE WORLD AREA” by 
Rostow in which he virtually advocates 
sacking the U. S. to Khrushchev.

States, John F. Kennedy
